RxMaats.—Our hope of Fruit is altogether founded upon the weather which 
occurs in May, because in this latitude our Fruit trees of all sorts are generally in 
oloom duiing this month.— Ap icoia and peacbea wiihin eight days of each other 
at the beginning of the month ; plum«, cherries and puara about the middle, and 
apples towards the end.of the month —If. at the ti«ne of the < xpahtion of tiu* buds 
d > nching rains, or a long continuation of riiifctly and foggy weather should uikc 
place, we must console ourselvea with the verdure and shade of the trees, for ijpff 
will give ua but little fruit- 
A s'ight frost, provided it be not a white frost, is In­ 
comparably Itss injurious to f'Uit trees in bloom than rain and tltick fogs, and fur 
this reaaon ; each flower contains within itself the fecundating piinciple« and if 
this impalpable powder or farina is washed off* by rain or kept in a moist state by 
fogs, it loses its tff -ct ai d we are deprived <>f the hopea of the year. 
Look at 
thoae trees and shrubs which are shejtered in hot house- ; they never fail every 
year to reward the care of-tfie Gardner, because he has t io p oductive principle 
under his conuoul, and he knows his business too well to sprinkle the branches 
with water when his treea are in bloom. 
It is thus also that they manage their 
wall fruit in those countries where the price amply pays this etpense- 
Whsn 
there is an appearance ¡>f rain or heavy fog at the time of bloom« the straw mats, 
which are rollrd up under the cap stones that crown the wall, are let down tu 
shelter the trees, and these receive the rata solely at their roots, the only placo 
where it can be of any benefit at that critical time 
v 


Let us now see whether these remm ks will again be confirmed bf the atmlMplie'* 
rical occurrences of this month 
A little rain on the 3d, and a few hours of fog on 
the morning of the 6t ii ,* from the 3d to the 7th incluaive, apricot trees ware in 
full bloom. 
The fn i sat in auflkiem quantity, and nothing bu' a quick succession 
and long continuance of cold and diipping weather would prob «bly have deprived 
of an abundance, these who are wise enough to cultivate this dt licious fruit —1 r «in 
the 7>h to the 10th inclusive the winds blew .constantly from the eastward and p^ in* 
cipally from the north-east, without once veering for a sinnlo instant to the west« 
and this long and dismal space of lime was filled by alternate successions of rain, 
di Italy weather and thick fogs, with the mercury ranging ai night from 38 to 53 
dcgiees.—The young apricots which bad not vet burst through their envelopet 
were mostly destroyed by constant moisture and cold nights t u,|d the plums, the 
cherries and the pears, which were ready to expand, were so completely «aturated 
with water that the expansion of the bloom mostly failed, and tne farina lost its 
powers. 
Throughout the New-England .States we conjeciu< e that thero will not 
be gathered ot all these fruiis, more than a tliiid ol the average quantity. 


We shall close these remarks by a comparative statement of the temperature of 
this month, with that of the corresponding «uonth of the two preceding yeuts — I'ho 
average of May 1819, is ie 1 ». its coldest day 3. and its warmest day 1®. colder than 
ihoseofM ay 1817 ; aud 1« 31, 3° and t degrees respectively, colder than those of 
May 1818.
